4) DENVER The University of Iowa denied accused Col- 

orado gunman James Holmes admission into a neuro- 
science graduate program despite stellar test results, with a 
key faculty member writing, “do NOT offer admission un- 
der any circumstances,” documents showed Thursday. 

That decision, made in early 2011, stands in stark contrast 
to decisions by the University of Illinois and the University 
of Colorado to offer Holmes large scholarships at similar 
programs at those schools. 

The documents, provided to Reuters by the university 
through an open records request, do not explain why Dan- 
iel Tranel, a professor of neurology and psychology and the 
director of the neuroscience graduate program, opposed 
admitting Holmes. 

But it did show that at least one other professor on the 
admissions committee concurred with his recommenda- 
tion. 

Holmes, 24, is accused of opening fire at a midnight 
screening of “The Dark Knight Rises” in a suburban Denver 
theater, killing 12 people and injuring 58 others. He is being 
held without bond in solitary confinement at the Arapahoe 
County jail in the Denver area. 

Holmes, who began the process of dropping out of the 
neuroscience Ph.D. program at the University of Colorado 
after a year of study just weeks before the rampage, has 
been charged with 24 counts of first-degree murder and 116 
counts of attempted murder. 

The Iowa application materials, submitted in 2010, show

that Holmes had been categorized as “truly exceptional” by 
one of his professors in a recommendation form, the high- 
est accolade possible. 

In an essay accompanying his application, Holmes wrote 
of his experience working as a summer camp counselor for 
underprivileged children, where he said he was responsible 
for kids clinically diagnosed with ADHD and one child 
with schizophrenia.

MITT ROMNEY WASTES NO TIME TAKING FIGHT TO THE PRESIDENT

TAMPA, Fla. Mitt Romney urged voters on 
Thursday to help him rebuild the economy 
and create millions of new jobs, asking them to 
overcome their disappointment in President 
Obama and join him in restoring the promise 
of America. 

In a high-stakes speech accepting the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, Romney 
said he would work to unify a divided country 
that believed Obama’s lofty campaign prom- 
ises but had lost hope they would be fulfilled. 

“What is needed in our country today is 
not complicated or profound. It doesn’t take a 
special government commission to tell us what 


America needs. What America needs is jobs. 
Lots of jobs,” Romney said. 

Earlier, the Republican National Conven- 
tion in Tampa heard from a series of Romney’s 
friends and relatives who painted a picture of a 
humane, compassionate man—part of a three- 
day effort to humanize a candidate often ac- 
cused of being cold and formal. 

Romney’s speech, which launches a two- 
month dash to the Nov. 6 election, was seen by 
tens of millions of TV viewers and gave some 
their first extended look at the former Massa- 
chusetts governor. 

Romney said Americans wanted to believe 
in Obama but had suffered from his failures. 


“Hope and change had a powerful appeal. 
But tonight I’d ask a simple question: If you 
felt that excitement when you voted for Barack 
Obama, shouldn’t you feel that way now that 
he’s President Obama? 

“You know there’s something wrong with 
the kind of job he’s done as president when the 
best feeling you had, was the day you voted for 
him.” 

In an effort to inject a shot of Hollywood 
glamour into the convention, Clint Eastwood 
spoke before Romney. His appearance fired 
up the crowd, although his long, rambling and 
sometimes incoherent blast at Obama fre- 
quently fell flat.

The turn of the calendar to September marks 
an awakening for college football fans. Hats 
and hoodies emblazoned with alma maters 
are dusted off, game-day party plans are orga- 
nized and preseason rankings are scrutinized. 

The same rituals hold true for about 4,800 
Chicago-area Penn State graduates, with one 
notable difference: The conviction of former 
assistant coach Jerry Sandusky on child sexual 
abuse charges has brought severe sanctions 
upon the Big Ten team and has shaken the 
community as a whole. 

With the Nittany Lions set to play their 
first game of the season Saturday, alums from 
around Chicago have expressed everything 
from doubts to dedication going into the first 
full season without longtime coach Joe Pater- 
no, who died of cancer in January. 

“T think we all, and not just Penn State, 
some 30 or 40 different schools that have 
competitive college football programs, we all 
need to re-evaluate just how important this 


really is,” said Thomas Day, 32, of the Loop. 

Day’s connections to Penn State run deep. 
He grew up in State College, Pa., the home of 
the university. At 15, he was part of the Second 
Mile Foundation that was founded by San- 
dusky and ultimately implicated in creating 
an atmosphere of abuse. Before any of those 
accusations became public, Day was a mentor 
in the program. Day said he never witnessed 
anything inappropriate, and his involvement 
was overwhelmingly positive both as a men- 
tor and participant in the program. Nonethe- 
less, when news broke late last year of San- 
dusky’s indictment and arrest, Day said, he 
was speechless. 

“I think it kind of made me look back at 
my youth in a very, very different way,” he 
said. “To a certain extent, that’s still some- 
thing I am dealing with.” The scandal also 
has presented a certain “awkwardness” when 
he tells people where he went to school, and 
how close he was to Sandusky’s program. Day 
said he believes it is clear Paterno knew about 
the abuse, and failed to do enough about it.

He still plans to watch the games and support 
the team this season, but he hopes attention 
shifts from Penn State’s football program— 
which he said should be an extracurricular 
activity—to its academic program. 

“When you have 110,000 people filing into 
astadium, millions more watching on TV and 
$70 {million} to $80 million changing hands, 
this clearly isn’t an extracurricular activity,” 
Day said. 

There are signs that enthusiasm for the 
football program have waned. Sales of Penn 
State merchandise are down 50 percent since 
the Freeh report—a damning independent 
investigation of top leaders’ conduct at the 
university—was released in July, according to 
Matt Powell of SportsOneSource, an indus- 
try analyst. Campus Colors, a local college 
sportswear seller, has seen a “big fall-off” of 
sales since the scandal broke, workers there 
say. 

“We've laid off of Penn State merchan- 
dise,” Vice President Jon Rubenstein said. 
“We don’t sell anywhere as much as we used 
to, we don’t stock as much as we used to.” 

The events of the past 10 months have im- 
pacted anyone with PSU connections, said 
Greg Myford, associate athletic director for 
business relations and communications. He 


said expectations for game attendance and 
admissions numbers remain strong. 

“I think Penn Staters are now wanting to 
{move forward} and come together collec- 
tively to do that, and I think that’s what we’re 
seeing,” he said. 

Penn State alumna Alexis Puhala, 27, of 
Pilsen, said she wants to see Penn State gain 
back its reputation. 

“It’s definitely been tarnished,” she said, 
adding that the scandal often is the first thing 
discussed when it comes to her alma mater. 
But she said she wants to move beyond that. 

“[We are] taking it upon ourselves to kind 
of remake our name a little bit,” she said. “We 
can represent ourselves, we don’t have to have 
{former university president} Graham Spani- 
er, Joe Paterno and Jerry Sandusky represent 
the whole school.” 

Lance Manion, 42, of Lincoln Park, doesn’t 
share that opinion. He said a “shadow” has 


been cast over the season by the blame that 
has fallen upon Paterno in the scandal. He 
said he does not believe the results of the 
Freeh report, which suggests the former 
coach actively tried to cover for Sandusky. 

“I have read [the report] through twice,” 
the alumnus said. “I think it’s filled with a lot 
of leaps of logic.” 

Though he has donated to the school several 
times in the past, he said he is withholding any 
more support until both Penn State’s president 
and board of trustees resign for accepting the 
Freeh report and for what he says is a failure to 
defend the university. He plans on attending 
a few games in person this season, and also is 
helping to organize a protest against the uni-

versity at its next board meeting. 

“Ultimately there has to be a restoration of 
Joe Paterno’s legacy and his record,” he said. 

Others are simply looking to the future. 
Bob Pirri, 32, of Roscoe Village, is finishing 
up his Penn State liberal arts degree through 
online courses, and said he is more excited for 
this season than any other in the past ro years. 

“To see all of our players that did step up 
and decide to stay and take on the challenge ... 
they made a strong life decision that you have 
to respect, and I respect them for it,” he said. 

As the social chairman for the Chicago 
chapter of PSU alums, he said the group has 
chosen a bar on the North Side to call home 
this year. He said he won't look at this season 
any differently from others. 

“We move forward as anybody else would. 
You have to be cognizant of what went on. We 
feel worse for victims than probably anybody 
else,” he said. “We want to move forward, be- 

cause where else is there to go?”

What it is: A waterproof MP3 player that, 
rather than ear buds, transmits audio via bone 
conduction. The SwiMP3 has 2GB of storage, 
enabling a swimmer to listen to music, books 
on tape and podcasts with great sound.

Mike Birbiglia is wide 
awake as writer-director- 
star of ‘Sleepwalk with Me’

Thanks to medication and spending every night in a sleep- 
ing bag, comedian Mike Birbiglia has his sleepwalking epi- 
sodes under control. Well, except during times of intense 
anxiety—such as when he co-directs, co-writes and stars in 
a movie based on his sleepwalking experiences. 

“TWhile] shooting the movie I would have dreams where 
I was directing the movie. Because I was working these long, 
long hours, I was sleep deprived, which is terrible for sleep 
disorders,” says Birbiglia of making the Sundance hit “Sleep- 
walk with Me,” which also is the title of Birbiglia’s book, live 
show and album about the period in which his fledgling 
comedy career distracted him from a troubled relationship 
and increasingly dangerous sleepwalking episodes. 

“I would get out of bed and I would be moving lights in 
my room, and my wife would come over and she’d go, ‘Mike, 
you're not shooting.’ And I would be like, “Yes, I am. I am 
shooting. I need you out. You're in my light,’ ” he said. “I'd 
literally say, “You’re in my light.’ And she would go, ‘Mike, 
you're not shooting.’ And I would go, ‘I’m sorry, but I am.’” 


In the film, Birbiglia plays Matt Pandamiglio, who may 
have a different name but goes through Birbiglia’s real life 
experiences as he climbs his way up in comedy and neglects 
both his girlfriend (Lauren Ambrose) and sleep disorder. 

At the James Hotel the night after participating with 
Sarah Silverman, Jeff Ross and other comics in a 30th Year 
in Comedy anniversary show for Jeff Garlin at Second City, 
the 34-year-old talked about what sleepwalking is really like, 
regrets and his favorite Mitch Hedberg joke. 


When you wrote the book “Sleepwalk with Me,” how much 
did you think about it becoming a movie, starring you? 
When I was writing the book, I was also writing the movie. 
It was simultaneous. ... People kept saying to me when they 
came to the one-man show, “You should just make it a film 
adaptation of this. It’s completely logical, and the characters 
are all there.” 


Was there a small thought from you or anyone else that 

said, “Maybe it would be interesting to prompt an actual 
episode and film that and see how it goes, for authentic- 
ity’s sake?” 

I actually went a lot off of my wife, Jenny, just describing 

{an episode} to me. 


Ina dream, why do you think you were afraid of a jackal, of 
all things? 


{Laughs.]} I used to have this dream in college 
and I would say to my girlfriend, I would 

be like, “Abby, there’s a jackal in the room. 
There’s a hovering, insect-like jackal.” In real 
life it was clothing that was bundled up on 
top of a hamper. 


You said the movie is about denial. 
When you go through this again, 
how many regrets do you have? 
I think that my regrets 
mostly have to do with 

my relationship with my 
ex-girlfriend. Every once 

in a while you get those 
flashback memories of 
conversations you had with 
your exes and you just like 
wince when you're walking 
down the street. Something oc- 
curs to you, “Oh, no, I said that.” 


Anything specific? 

I’m trying to think. I described this a little 
bit in the book, but I feel like when you 
know that you're doomed in a relationship 
you start criticizing the other person for 
things that are just useless pieces of criti-

cism. “That shirt doesn’t fit you” — that kind 
of thing. And you're like, “I don’t know 
anything about clothes or anything. For some 
reason I’m criticizing this person?” And I 
think it’s just you’re trying to express some- 
thing but you can’t, and then you express 
something else that’s entirely different, but it 
hurts people and it’s so painful to think 
back on hurting people. It’s awful.

I read that he was an influ- 

ence on you. What’s your 
favorite Mitch Hedberg 
line? 

The one that’s in the movie: 
“Quit trying to act like ’ma 
steamboat operator,” because

So many of Mitch’s jokes I 
love because they’re multilayered. So it’s like 
that joke is a really silly joke about writing 
a letter but then it gives you a little bit of a 
window into his relationship with his dad 
and maybe they’re not always connecting on 
things.

Fun and funny, raunchy and sweet, “Call” gets a lot of mileage from 
its phone sex-caller cameos (won't ruin those) while maintaining a gig- 
gly but non-judgmental attitude toward its subject matter.

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New chefs and a Korean- 
kissed menu revamp a Logan 
Square fine-dining favorite

Beverly Kim was perhaps Ave. 773-486-7511 
the most controversial Take it 


contestant on “Top 
Chef: Texas” earlier this 
year. Despite her quiet 
and seemingly sensitive 
personality, Kim at times 
became a target of other chefs’ frustration. Though 
some fans felt she was picked on, she made it to the 
respectable final four, and now has an entire res- 
taurant, Bonsoiree, to call her own. Last week, the 
small-but-celebrated Logan Square spot reopened 
with a completely new menu, which Kim hopes 
has her name written all over it. 

“Top Chef” challenges are full of wacky 
rules—cooking on a ski lift, anyone? —and Kim’s 
previous position as chef de cuisine at the Fair- 
mont Hotel’s Aria came with parameters, too. “I 
had to work within the confines of an a la carte 
restaurant,” Kim said of Aria. “The dishes [at 
Aria} were heartier. They were beautiful, but not 
as extreme or on-the-edge as what we’re doing at 
Bonsoiree.” 

Bonsoiree’s previous chef, Shin Thompson (who 
remains a part owner and a presence in the dining 
room), made it synonymous with pristine but edgy 
fine dining. Kim keeps that refinement, but injects 
a noticeable dose of her Korean background. 

The menu has a modern bent too, courtesy of her 
husband, Johnny Clark, also a chef and a partner in 
Bonsoiree. 

“Johnny takes me out of my comfort zone,” Kim 
says. “He’s not afraid to take risk. ’m more of the 
groundedness. We’re like checks and balances.” 

I stopped last week to find out what the new 
dynamic duo behind the burners would mean for 
one of the most innovative and beloved restaurants 
in the city.

Surrender to the menu 

Taking a cue from Next and El Ideas, 
Bonsoiree has switched to a ticketed reser- 
vation system, which means you'll pay for 
your 12-course dinner ($130 Wednesday, 
Thursday and Sunday; $160 Friday and 
Saturday) ahead of time. At the restaurant, 
a server will ask about your food allergies 
and whether you'd like the optional bever- 
age pairings, but other than that, the menu’s 
already set. 


Prepare for 

textural adventures 

Kim’s flavors aren't bold. This isn’t to say 
they can’t be pleasing, but words like 
“delicate” and “muted” came to mind as | 
sipped thin broths and ethereal sauces. Her 
light hand in spicing and seasoning places 
a premium on the dishes’ unexpected 
textures. Battered smelts are fried whole— 
tail and all—in a smart preparation that 
preserves the oiliness of the fish but bal- 
ances with crunch. Foie gras semifreddo,

a chilled, whipped ball with a decadent, 
pate flavor, is rolled in puffed buckwheat 
that cracked and melted in my mouth 
like a gourmet version of Dibs ice cream 
nuggets. Not all textural experiments pay 


off, though. My scallop chawanmushi, a 
Japanese egg custard, wasn’t completely 
set, and became a runny slime after a few 
spoonfuls. Thai-style ember-roasted car- 
rots are earthy and comforting, but they’re 
served in a somewhat gelatinous cultured 
coconut vinegar, poured table-side, that 
was difficult to spoon onto the carrots. 
After struggling, | left most of this clear liq- 
uid on the plate. 


Don’t expect everything 

to make sense 

| applauded some of Kim’s more imagina- 
tive choices, like the roasted elderberry 
mignonette that topped a briny West Coast 
oyster starter. Others just left me confused. 
Why would Kim create a cheese course out 
of a beet chip and her own vegan, cashew- 
based cheese that tasted bland and vaguely 
grainy? And why was a beautiful purple 
sweet potato served with a hefty dusting of 
gritty nutritional yeast powder that should 
have been left in the health store?

Do look forward to dessert 

Many meals lose steam at dessert, but 
Bonsoiree’s final two dishes were knockouts. 

A square of makkoli cake (made with Korean 
rice wine and rice flour) was as light as the best 
pound cake, with just a whisper of sweetness 
that made it my favorite of the night. Likewise, 
the pat bing su, a South Korean shaved ice with 
assorted crunchy toppings, tasted unexpect- 
edly like cereal and milk. 


Opt for the beverage pairings 
Bonsoiree used to be BYOB, but now 

carting your own booze will cost you a $35 
corkage fee per bottle. Instead, $70 option- 
al beverage pairings are masterminded by 
Rachel Lowe, a notable wine director who 
previously worked at Trump Tower’s Sixteen. 
From effervescent French reds to offbeat 
Greek whites to a fun German weizenbock 
beer, the enthusiastic and down-to-earth staff 
gave me the back story and simple tasting 
notes for each drink. Though our wine stew- 
ard was knowledgeable, a couple of pairing 


mix-ups kept me from feeling like this was 
truly fine-dining service. 


Come early or stay late 

The 12-course dinner already will take up about 
three hours of your evening, so you may as 
well make a night of it and spend some time 
before or after your meal on the stunning new 
patio, visible from the glass-enclosed rear din- 
ing room. Sipping post-dinner espresso near 
the romantic fire pit was the perfect nightcap. 


Bottom line 

Bonsoiree does nearly everything right in terms 
of friendly service, pacing and sleek design, but 
the $460 price tag (weekend dinner for two 
with drink pairings) puts it in the same wallet- 
thinning category as heavy-hitters like Alinea 
and Tru.
